Dr Thomas also haş 
an exparl knowledge of educational Prac- 
Lice, psychology and theology, 

An offlce equipıtont Cûınpany has work- 
ed oul a system of evaluatlon of casa his 
lories in this field, The data Dr Thomas 
lıas compiled is to le evalualed by data- 
processing in Parls. 


Dr Thomas, who founded the centre {o 
all putenilal sulciden in West Berlin, has 
collecled 10,000 case hislories in twelva 
Years, a unique fund of medical informa- 
tlon on this subject, Other studies bhither- 
lo conducled on suicide and iB caukes 
were generally confined to certain Bpe- 
ciallsed aspects ol this phenomenon. 


Dr Thomas no! only gava medical as- 
sislance to peopla who cama to his cenira 
for medical advice (medical in the sansa 
of psychialric and Psycho-therapeutic) but 
also devoted himself to tha human and 
reltgious problems involved.

Social Union (CSU). Hesse's Premier Ge- 
org August Zinn and Herbert Weidımann, 
the mayor oi Hamburg, got 1o work — 
with similar success — on Alex Müller, 
the Social Democratic Party's (SPD] fi. 
nancial expert in thıa Bundestag. 

These were the politically decisive 
dıanges whldh look place before the meet. 
ing öf the mediating commitlee, whi 
was celled by the Bundesrat. These 
dianged attiiudes meant that tin lhe me. 
dialing committee the SPD Bundestag 
members gave way and no longer sup- 
ported tha Hne whi they had laken in 
the Bundeslag dehata, 

The new alliance between the financi- 
ally strong Federal states, SPD and CSU 


needs if lt is to deal elfezlively with the 
Predictable and urtpredictabla problems 
of the future. The government worked 
oul a concept which wau explained to the 
Federal state leaders behind closed doors 
in advance, so that the governınent could 
risk stlınitting the Bill lo and getting it 
through the various legislative bodies, . 

Federalism was lo be freed of dross and 
the polnis were lo ba sel so that the 
barely sufficient taxation revenue would 
be ratlonally dislribuled. The governmêënt, 
Federal slates and local.authorlties would 
have to cooperale io adıieve hls end. 

The Bundestag was aware of the mag- 
nilude of this task, Jt excelled itself when 
it declded by 354 votes 1o 42, wilh two 
abstenslona, to improve [he government's 
Proposals and to draw up a reform 
Pakage which deserved the name. 

But thls reforming zeal brought Inlo 
Play ihe financially strong slates of Ba- 
den-Wûttemberg, Bremen, Hamburg, 
Hesse, Norlh Rhine-Weslphalia and also 
Bavarla, which cannot Yet be considered 
financlally secure. These states had threa 
main worries.

This is cerlainly coınpatible wlth prac- 
lical “"cowartllce” in life. "I confess CO~ 
warlice. It helped nmıo to !anva Enrope 
wlen there yas still tine," Horklheimer 
wrola in a letlar to his publlsher, 


Relevant lo this is the fact that wlat 
1s explicitely moral is suspended in this 
"naterlalistic” philosophy and replaced 
by politics and pity, by a comblinaiion of 
Marx and Schopenhauer. Thls is even plıi- 
losophically productive In the face of 
Kant's enormous moral authority. “Not 
consclentiousness, cnthuslasm and sacri- 
fice generally but consclienHousness, ent« 
huslasm and sacrifice for what determines 
the fate of humanity, considering its pre- 
senl distress," 


Unllke many Marxist theorists, how- 
ever, Horkhelmer does not Spurn what 
is called bourgeois morality. He places 
1his morality and the ideallsm thal acconı- 
panies it in a relative historical comext, 
thus in a way nıakilng ol Belng sometling 
transient. 


This requires as muh cournga as If 
does humillty, When all la said, thls 
Materiallsm Iıay agree very woll wlth 
Faith {in the “dialectic” sense], perhaps

Horkhelmer.may hlmself wonder maan- 
while whether the last-mentlioned npodic- 
tic judgement still holds wiloutl reser 
vations. Conversely, a bourgols Way of 
thinking wlıich is undergoing varloııs 
cdınnges in the heal of the confronlatlion 
with Marxism alloıvs lim to ınake stiuta- 
ments auch as this: “No humanism i3 po5- 
sible without a clear approach ln tha 
historical problems of the epoch." 


Or again: “Plitosophy Is the niethorlir- 
al attempt to bring reason into the werld." 
One last stalerment in this vein: "Charily 
is never purely reuclionary.” 


The two volumes uf Krilisuhe Theorle 
may not corraspond tu antiygualed can- 
ceptions of a "great, lasting" plllosophit« 
al work. They are not only welgiulerd 
down to lle limit with dated material but 
are saturaled with the basic springs uf 
this malerial, 

Horkhelmer convincingly portrays whet 
Thiamas Mann lowards the end of his Jifa 
ance called “the dignity of things ephe- 
meral." Wa can add: also of things ephe- 
meral in philosophy,

The Ilorklheimecr we are dealing with In 
these {wo viumes, Kritische Theorle, Lhe 
Horkhelmer of the thirlies, the emigre, 
displays unmistakeable affiniles with re- 
yolutionary action of this kind, With such 
neo-Marxists he also shared the abstract, 
classical Marxist pathos of uttimate 50 
cial improvements and the bias agalnst 
the bouryeols-Hberal-capltalist world of 
the West, 


Hoarklhecimer has tlissoclated hiınself (in 
tlıe epilogua and belter still in his later 
work Zıtr Kriltik der inslrumentellen Ver- 
nunft} from this phase of his intellectual 
developınenl whlch a1 that time corre- 
sponded with tho aclual historical circum-

The ullimate Impact of Horkhelmer's 
far-reaching analyses is felt to nove 
in the direction of an Improvement of 
I otnurvalive und HMealistic phllosoptical 
and theulogical theorems tincluding God 
and his name} that have passa through 
“dlalectical materialism" and social crili- 
cism. I Is a familiar experionce that only 
a goûd consorvalive can learn and add 1o 
his store of knowledge, As Hurkhelmer 
Says, “Not to let go of tıuth bul to hold 
strlctly to its applicailon aven though it 
may one day vanislı." 


Also in the next critical sentence a 
large measure of îdentification of “"nalor- 
ialisrn" with idealism and faith igs possible 
to the extent that on. thelr part they are 
Progressive. "Only when ihe principal 
and executive functions ofl work are 
neither bound to good and bad life nor 
dividing among fixed social classes doeg 
authority acquire a ıew meaning." 


It should not be [orgotton that Hork« 
heimer, as a doclared Hegelian and Marx- 


The Fuıkheimer ul these years slıares 
wilh Miurx the theoretical point of de. 
Parlure of the trunsforınatlion of metar 
physics into social criticism. Ag opposed 
to Empiricism and vulgar Materiallsm, 
however, the metaphysical inpulsa and 
impels, tom whuuh all philosophy lives, 
is not neubıalisod but has “slapended" 
everylhing in Hegel's ineaning. 


Horklicimer too, Tike Marx, is basically 
a metaphyslcian wilhin the nutlina of his 
dinlecllc materlalisın which, however, can- 
not be identified with dialectical ntalterl- 
alismn In tlıe narrow sense. This brings 
richness and suhstantlal depth into Hork- 
heimer’s essays even when on lhê sur- 
faca they seem marked by a kind of 
"negative dialectic" towards metaphysi- 
cal or rellglous concepts of a trudillonel 
cast. 


This negativity rarely toudıes the flne 
burderline where elucidation becomes 
Purely ratlonalistlc (“Tha conception ol a 
prolectivre power outside humanity will 
disappear in future"}. Horkheimer aPp- 
pronches closest to this borderline per- 
hays in hls essay Bemerkungen zur phi-

Three of the 
new-found pleces were performed for the 
first time fn 1967 by the Philadelphia Or- 
cheslra under Eugene Ormandy; the com- 
plete eleveıı-part cyclo has now recetvarl 
its premiere in Cologne.

In 1865, ihe Mainz-born American 
musiculogist Ifans Moldenhauer, founder 
and head of the Webern Cenlre in Spo- 
kane, discovered a sheaf of manuscripts 
in the attic of an old house in Vienna In 
which Webern's effects had been stored 
in 1945. The find consisted mainly of early 
works daled 1899 to 1908—an orchestra] 
piece, two siring quartets and some Lie- 
der, from all of which lH was apparent that 
Webern in his youth was muh influenced 
by Bralıms and Wagner. 

Among these early conıpositions, how- 
ever, were found a few works bearing 
lke first signs of Webern's mature style, 
For Webern 1913 really was an unfurlun- 
ale year of professlonal misery (he fought 
long before resigning from hls degrading 
Post as conductor of aperetlas in Stetlin's 
Sladıtheater] and full of personal disap. 
Pointmenls {his molher and nephaw dled). 
For reasons internal and external his pen 
was therefore @axceptionally sluggish. This 
mood of depression 1s felt in his starkly 
#utobiographicnl dramatic work Tol found 
by Moldenhater in Vienna, 

Of greater significance, however, are 
the ordheslral works and songs, also wrii- 
tar in 1913, froın the Parchtoldsdor find. 
These show that Webern arlginally plan- 
ned his miniature cycles on a mudh larger 
scale.

The two volumes of Krltische Theorie 
may not correspond 10o antiquated cun 
ceptions of a “great, lasting" philosophit- 
êl work. They are not only welghterl 
down to tha timit with dated matecriél but 
are saturated with tho basic springs of 
this material, 


Horkheimer convincingly portrays whut 
Thomas Mann lowards the end of his Hfe 
ance called ''the dignity of things cephe- 
meral." We can add: also of thins epiıe- 
ıneral in philosophy.

Horkleliner has dissociated himself {ln 
the eplluguc and better still in his later 
Wark Zur Kritik ler Instrumeniellen Ver- 
nunft) from this phase of his intellectual 
devclupment wlıldh at that tlne corra- 
sponded wil Le actual historical cireuın- 
stances of a hesilant confrontallon of de- 
ınocratlc forces with fascism. Indcarl, his 
alissoclation is so orplicit that it amounts 
ıl fines almost lo 2 refutation of his 
former views, 

Where this is nol te case, tha reader 
must approach Ilorkhelmer wilh circum- 
spvcliun, never yielding to Marxlst naiv- 
ele. The yrcat essays of tha Kritischo 
Theorie are anonq Lhe most inıporlant but 
also meal involverl philosnpluirat writings 
ul ICCC ruts.

Also in the next critical sentence a 
large measure of identification of "mater- 
ialism” with idealisaı and failh is possible 
to {he exlent thal on, their parl they era 
Progressive. “Only whon the Principal 
and executlve funclions of work are 
neither bound lo good and bad lile nor 
dividing among fixed soclal classes does 
authorlty acquire a new meaning.” 


It should nol be forgotten that Hork- 
heimer, as a declared Hegelian and Murx- 


The Hoıkheiıuer of these Years slıares 
with Mark tho Hıeoretical point of de- 
Parlura af {ha trunsforınation of ıneta- 
physics inlo saclal criticisin. As opposed 
lo Enıpiriclsm and vulgar Mfalerialism, 
howovoer, tho melaphysical. impulse and 
lnpetur, trum whidt all philosophy lives, 
Îs nol noutralised but hus “sısponded” 
everylhing in Hegul's moaning. 


Horkheliner Loo, Hike Marx, js basically 
a metaphysiclan witlıin the outline of his

ridıness and substantlal depth into Hork- 
heijıner's essays even when on hê sur-

The 
young director, Wolfgang Weber, main- 
tained the depth of meaning and fecling, 
giving the scherzo the aitraction of a 
brulal burlesque. 


Designer Peter Heyduck, a naine that 
is worth noling, enlarged a reallsm of 
sUbtlê' suggestions into projections of 
magic illusion. His Hghling effects illu- 
miînated the spiritual spheres in whi Ihe 
Parables unfolded. 


The Nuremberg ensemble deserves 
Praise for ils excellent articulailon of the 
text. The singers showed intelltgence in 
thelr movements, avoiding the cramped 
style that might have ruined the perfor 
mance. They affortless mastered Yun's 
strange, melodic recilative. 

The audience was appreciative. Hans 
Gierster was all but celebrated as the 
Bavarian champion of {he New Oriental 
Music. Isang Yuns' wifo and daughter at“ 
tended the premiere. There were 31 cur” 
tain calls,

Yun has sinco beer releused, In Nurenı- 
berg, where hig one-act cycle, Dreams, 
was premiered no demonstrallons were 
held or resolulions proclalmed. Instead, 
a legitimate form of demonsiralion was 
staged in the artistic fiold, 


This was a splendid performance and 
drew undivided applause, In Nuroemberg's 
Opera House tha old rule was conf{irmod 
that only an insplred prodıtction can sec» 
ure the success of a world premiera. 

Yun's atonal mysticism, freed of all 
conventional narrative and borne on a 
deep current of Percussion was Probably 
the grandest dıallenge to Nuremberg's 
ears for some time. Diroctor Hans Glerster 
inspired the orchesira, leading to unsus- 
pected helghis of accomplishment in a 
marvellous pattern of vital, suggestive 
neo-impresslonigmn from the Far Easl to 
whi even the most insensitive Iistener 
must have ylelded, 


Tha two one-act pieces, Joined under 
the romantic title Dreams expound prin- 
ciples of Tao, the Aslan doctrine of the 
meaning of Hile whi has affinities with 
Sdhopenbauer's negation of will. The first 
work, hitherto performed in West Berlin 
am Bonn and entitled The Dream of Liu- 
tung. is modelled on an old Chinese tala, 
In a vision a young inquisitive student 
.1& shown what horrors await him if he 
dıooses a life of aclivity. 


The second Play, The widow of the 
Butlérlly 1s the burleque counterpart. The 
Taoist, , Chuang-tse, wants to climb the 
last stép of wisdom and shake olf his 
earlhly fetters, Before he car do this he 
must dispose of bis wife, This he does by 
means: of a macabre rusea Buddhist

Already the Impllcation is that Tao and 
Mao are worlds apart, irreconcilable, Yun 
fs concerned with the old Oriental wig- 
dom of a amlllng quieliam.

Sales of small musical inslrumenuts in- 
creased sloghlly last year lo 122 nullllon 
Marks, but wera still below [ha 128 ıil- 
lion Marks booked In 1966, Herr Zimıner- 
manın expects 4 four {o five per cent in- 
crease in production this year, 

Prices ara expeclel lo gn up twa la 
three per cent, largely duo to ihe higher 
cost of raw material.
